WAR SPREADS 
INTO LAOS 


‘THE annual southward move- 
ment of supplies for the 
North Vietnam and Vietcong 
forces in South Vietnam starts in 
earnest in November, when the 
dry season sets in. The material 
has always been moved through 
Laos in , and much of the 
tonnage which has come down 
from North Vietnam this dry 
season is now backed up near 
the North Vietnamese border. 
The success of lest May’s 
drive against the previously 
safe and uutonched oe Viet- 
namese supply and troop bases 
in Gamboula. provided the ra- 
tionale for the current drive into 
Laos by South Vietnamese 
troops, but backed by U.S. air- 


power. 
In Pentagon circles it has 
been claimed that the military 


results of the Cambodian in- 
cursion considerably reduced 
North Vietnamese reliance on 
the Ho Chi Minh trail for war 
supplies nece: to__sustain 
the estimated 240,000 Northern 
troops in South Vietnam and 
Cambodia. It is now explained 
that the additional penetration 
of Laos has been part of the 
plan all along, and that it 
would not have made strategic 
sense to destroy supply bases 
in Cambodia without seeking 
to do the same in Laos. 

On Sunday, President Nixon 
indicated that the U.S. role _in 
Indo-China will not have ended 
so long as the Communists con- 
tinue to hold American prison- 
ers of war. In any case it is 
held that the later stages of the 
U.S. evacuation of South Viet- 
nam may reach a perilous point 
where it will no longer be pos- 
sible to give the remaining tech- 
nical forces the necessary protec- 
tion. 

It is now estimated that most 
U.S. combat troops will have left 
by the end of the current year, 
and the bulk of American forces 


remaining will ‘be engaged in 
supplying South Vietnamese re- 
quirements. 


The strategic goal behind 
the new drive against the North 
Vietnamese supply bases. in 
Laos is to keep the North from 
mounting a new major offensive 
while the war is being turned 
over to South Vietnam. 

Up to now, attempts to in- 
terfere with the operation of the 
Ho Chi Minh trail were made 
chiefly by means of American 
airpower.

Rugh-hour traffic tangled into 
ehaog as fire engines fought the 
blaze and 200 squealing pigs were 
‘brought out of the burning building. 
A second fire, started by a bomb, 
blazed up in a -downtown depart- 
ment store. 


A senfor army officer, Brig. 
Marston Tickell, told a press con- 
ference yesterday that the use of 
women and children in the front 
ranks of the rioting crowds posed 
8 serious problem for the security 
forces, He pointed out that a 14- 
Year-old boy had his hand blown 
off when a bomb he “was about to 
throw exploded prematurely on 
Saturday, and that five young girls 
were among the rioters rounded up 
on Sunday.

How- 
ever, 8 U.S. military spokesman in 
the field reported that the first 
American shell crashed into Laos 
at 8:18 am. on Monday. 

Two hours later UPI correspon- 
dents Kenneth K. Braddick and Ro- 
bert Sullivan reported seeing U.S. 
175-mm. guns and eight-inch howit- 
zers firing Into Laos. 

CARRIED BY COPTERS 

A U.S. officer at the air opera- 
tions control centre in Queng Tri 
said that American helicopters had 
carried South Vietnamese troops up 
to 32 kms. into Laos to hit at North 
Vietnamese emplacements and de- 
pots on the trail. U.S. helicopters 
ferried 4,000 South Vietnamese 
troops across the border. In addition, 
about 50 South Vietnamese armour- 
ed personned carriers, each with 15 
soldiers, entered Laos. Reporters were 
prevented at gunpoint from accom- 
panying the crossing, which began 
in the pale light of dawn — 7.02 a.m. 
local time (1.02 am. in Israel). 
Yesterday’s operation had been ex- 
pected since the launching 10 days 
ago of an offensive involving about 
20,000 South Vietnamese and 10,000 
American troops in the northwes- 
tern part of South Vietnam close 
to the Laotian border. 

An all-night artillery barrage 
from American and South Vietna- 
mese, guns paved the way for the 
drive, main target of which was 
believed to be the town of Tchepone, , 
32 kms. inside Laos and a junction 
for the Ho Chi Minh trail’s many 
routes, (UPI, Reuter)

‘No liability for Lockheed project’ 
Rolls-Royce Bill in Commons 


LONDON (Reuter). — A Cabinet 
Minister declared yesterday there 
must be a completely new arrange- 
ment if the Rolls-Royce 
engine project for the American 
Lockheed Tristar airbus was to go 
ahead. 


Speaking in an emergency pariia- 
mentary debate on the Rolls-Royce 
collapse, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Anthony Barber revealed 
that President Nixon had _ told 
Prime Minister Edward Heath ‘he 
was prepared to cooperate with the 
British Government and Lockheed 
in exploring the future of the RB- 
211. Urgent discussions were now 
taking place. 

“But the Government has no 
liability in respect of the contract 
between Roils-Royce and Lockheed 
and, if the project is to continue, 
there must .be a completely new 
arrangement," Mr, Barber said, 

Before the debate began, the Com- 
mons gave a formal first reading 
to a Government bill to take over 
any part of the 60-year-old Rolls- 
Royce Company. 

Mr. a een the extent of the 
takeover wor md on 
the future of the Hail ponest. 

He also made clear that the 
Government had power eventually 
to sell back to private industry any 
parts of Rolls-Royce which it de- 
cided to nationalize now. The Mi- 
mister added that the assets to be 
acquired by the Government under 
the Rols-Royce (Purchase) Bill 


would be vested in a limited iiability 
company, with all the shares held 
by the Government.

Mr. Barber said Rolls-Royce had 
been ied into major errors of com~ 
mercial judgment over the RB-211 
contract for 340 engines for the

Mr. Barber blamed “nrajor errors 
of commercial judgment” and 
“gross underestimation of develop- 
ment time” for the Rolls-Royce 
crash, He said if the company had 
gone ahead, the actual loss on 
‘production alone of the RB-211 en- 
gine would have been at least 
#£60m. He said the original contract 
price for each engine was £350,000, 
and the estimate for the cost now 
is £460,000. 

Opening the debate, Liberal teader 
Jeremy Thorpe said that if the RB- 
211 contract was not renegotiated, 
Britain would be out of the large 
aero-engine business for ever.

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FEARS 


_ TRADE WAR 
WITH AMERICA 


By EOLAND HUNTFORD 


‘BRUSSELS (Ofns), — 

“ the corridors of the Common 

‘Market Commission building in 
Srussels there hovers the growing 
fear of a trade war with the U.S. 
To some of the officials it is ac- 
quiring a nightmare touch of in- 
evitability: to others, it appears 
eminently avoidable. 

Representatives of the Common 
Market. both in the Commission, and 
among the national delegations of 
the six member countriea (West 
Germany,’ France, Italy, Belgium, 
@olland and Luxembourg) are ada- 
mant in their desire to prevent a 
trade war. The impulse, they all 
say, comes from the U.S. and, what- 
ever past irritation or future provo- 
tation, they will turn the other 
cheek as jong as they possibly can. 
Momentary disadvantage and loss of 
face, runs the consensus of opinion, 
is an easy price to pay if the 
greater trouble of economic conflict 
can be forestalled. 

In the view of many Common 
Market officials, the U-S. is becom- 
ing disturbingly protectionist. The 
‘Trade Bill put to Congress last year 
ig now repeatedly cited in evidence. 
But beyond it, leading Common 
‘Market circles in Brussels profess 
to see a gathering popular economic 
xenophobia which could force res- 
trictive legislation through Congress 
and defeat sincere free traders in 
the US. Administration. Even Pre- 
sident Nixon who, it is believed here, 
supports free trade, and is unhappy 
over protectionist trends, will prob- 
ably be unable to withstand the 
pressure. 


Suspicion of Mart 


‘What complicates the situation 
and disturbs the policy-makers in 
Brussels Is a belief that there is 
in Washington, particularly in the 
State Department and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, a rising suspi- 
cion of the Common Market. On 
this interpretation, the European 
Community is regarded from across 
the Atlantic as nothing more than 
a trading bloc. And with their his- 
torical dislike of such blocs, the 
‘Amenicans may be disposed to take 
retaliatory measures in what they 
consider to be self-defence. 

If the EC were indeed a protec- 
tonist economic confederation on the 
warpath, there might be grounds 
for such an attitude. But one is 
often assured here that this is not 
true. 


“I know,” said a leading indus- 
trial official of the Common Market 
Commission, “that the Americans 
are obsessed with the fact that we 
areacustoms union, and therefore 
exclusive, What theydon't  suffi- 
clently realise is that the union was 
simply a means, a pretext H you 
like, to start the process of European 
unification. After all, ‘history teaches 
usthat the way to political goals 
generally goes through economics. 
But economic cooperation has never 
been an end initself. We are not pro- 
teoctionistic; the customs union was 
simply a device to start a political 
process. It was the easiest, indeed 
the only way in which to acquire 
8 sense of identity. 

“But -we've got past that stage 
now. With the beginning of true 
political cooperation, the customs 
union is of secondary importance. 
T sometimes think that many people 
in ‘Washington must be Hving in 
the past. Five years ago it was 
perhaps true to say that the cus- 
toms union was everything; but no 
longer.

RESEARCH TO BOOST 
ISRAEL’S SHIPPING - 


DPECsIONS in shipping, one of the 
country’s major foreign exchan- 
ge earners and growth industries, 
can now be taken in the light of 
applied economic research. Shipping 
executives will no longer have to 
rely on intuition or the advice of 
astrologers. Lest year’s income of 
the shipping industry was IL650m. 
The investment, to date $400m., 
will rise by a further $600m. with- 
in less than five years, ‘Invest- 
ments in shipping have reached a 
scale where research is called for," 
director general Ramon Har’el of 
the Transport Ministry has acknow- 
ledged. 

Eighteen months ago, the Israel 
Shipping Research Institute (ISRI) 
was set up in Haifa at the initia- 
tive of Dr. Naftali Wydra, today 
its director. His proposal was stu- 
died by the National Council for 
Research and Development (atta- 
ched to the Prime Minister’s Office) 
and the Transport Ministry and was 
indeed found to be a compelling need. 
It was, however, left to industry to 
establish a private and independent 
institute to assure objective research 
unaffected by the Government's 
views and fluctuating interests in 
shipping economics.

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Haifa District Court delivered on 
April 19, 1970 (in ©.C. 672/69). 

The question which arose in the 
Haifa District Court was whether 
the transfer of a debt of $6,270 
owed by Export Services Company 
to the second and third respondents 
was vali. The money was owed 
folowing the export to America by 
Export Services of certain goods, 
made by local manufacturers. Pay- 
ment for the goods was to be made 
in drafts issued by the Chase Man- 
hattan Bank of New York and 
payable by Bank Leumi in Israel. 

The Company received drafts to 
the value of $6,270 which they de- 
posited with Bank Leumi who are 
also thelr bankers, giving the bank 
written Instructions to transfer the 
money, when collected, to Borkiss 
Brothers, the manufacturers. The 
second and third respondents, the 
brothers Goralf, who had invested 
money in the export transaction, 
reached agreement with SBorkiss 
Brothers whereby the dollars which 
the latter were due to receive from 
Bank Leumi should be assigned to 
them. A ‘copy of this agreement 
was sent to Bank Leumi which 
teok note of the assignment. 

Before the $6,270 was paid to 
Bank Leumi by the Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank of New York it was at- 
tached by Borkiss Brothers’ cre- 
ditors and when the drafts arrived 
Bank Leumi applied to the court 
for instructions whether to pay if 
to the Gorall brothers or not. The

‘The Export Bank Ltd., one of

Mr, Stutschewsky, born in Russia, 
and in this country since the late 
30s, can look back with pride and 
satisfaction upon a lifetime of 
achievement as composer, cellist, 
mausic educator, folklorist and ar- 
dent propagator of Jewish music. In 
the first two decades of this cen- 
tury he was a cellist of world re- 
nown, As music educator, he wrote 
one of the best and most famous 
modern text books for cello.

The Egyptians: 
‘gentle, poor and 
wonderful people’ 


yuri Miloslavsky, who once liv- 
ed in a palace in Cairo, now 
lives in a two-room apartment on 
Rehov Hapalmach in Jerusalem. 
When he drives back and forth to 
the Hebrew University in his Volks- 
wagen he remembers his dally trips 
to Cairo University. And while re- 
calling the days when his retinue 
included gardener, cook, housemaid 
and chanfieur, today he makes his 
own team. " 


Professor Miloslavsky's days of 
luxury ended In June 1967. The next 
year he spent in various Egyptian 
prisons, for, although he had been 
highly regarded in Calro society, he 
was a Jew. After a year of in- 3 sf re 
human Hving conditions, including πε 
20 days of torture, he was finally Yuri Muloslavsky... 
freed with the help of a French to Rehov Ha) 
diplomat. He was put on a plane to 
Paris without any of his posses- 
sions and with no hope of ever 
seeing them again. : 


Τὰ a short book, entitled “The 
Prof. Miloslavsky, or 
Milo, as he was known in Cairo, 
details his experiences, from his ar- 
rival in Egypt 30 years ago ‘to his 
abrupt departure. The book, publish- 
ed recently in Hebrew by the Israel 
University Press, gives a revealing 
picture of life in Egypt's concen- 
tration camps and the condition of 
the Jews in ‘Arab countries. 


A life fleeing 


Prof. Miloslavsky spent his life 
in a series of fights. Born in Tash- 
kent, he Jeft hurriedly with his 
family after the revolution in 1917. 
Still a youth, he settled in France 
and studied at Grenoble University 
and the Sorbonne, where he received 
a degree in chemical engineering. 
Realizing the significance of Hitler's 
rise in Germany, he fled to Cairo 
Im 1938, to join his parents who 
had already settled there. 


At the time, most of Cairo’s 
80,000 Jews lived in relative 
affluence. Prof. Miloslavsky taught 
French literature at the University

7.5% rise in output predicted in 
Treasury’s 1971 National Budget

Israel's output will grow by 7.5 
per cent this year — an impressive 
target for a country enjoying full 
employment tand over-employment 
in some branches), according to 
‘Mr, Avraham Agmon, Director- 
General of the Treasury. He was 
presenting to the press in Jerusa- 
lem yesterday the National Budget 
for 1971. 

Imports wil go up by $390m. to 
practically $3,000m. Raw materials 
account for $100m. of the increase. 
Mr. Agmon specified three other 
sectors; Defence imports will con- 
tinue to rise, from $825m. last year 
to $855m. The import of ships and 
aircraft will come to $205m. (in- 
cluding the Boeing 747s) — an 
imerease Of $150m. over 1970. Other 
investment goods: will grow by 


. $32m. to $325m. 


Exports are expected to mse 
sharply, by almost $200m. Exclud- 
ing diamonds, whose sales are still 
improving only slowly, other indus- 
trial shipments are booked to soar 
by 23 per cent. Farm exports other 
than citrus, though still a modest 
total, are mounting fast, by over 
half in 1970 and nearly δ third 


"this year. The figures are $26.6m. 


in 1969, and an expected $55m. 
{or more than double} this year. 

‘Since- import growth will be 
$200m. ahead of export growth, the 
trade defciit will widen from 
$1,265m. to 84 record $1,460m. Yet 
this is considered by the Treasury 
and the Bank of Israel (which 
drew up the plan) a meritorious 
objective, provided it can be reach- 
ed; and there are doubts about 
that 

The obstacle is the bid for higher 
wages. Private consumption must 
increase by at most three per ceut 
per capite, in real terms, This 
presumes that the employers’ wage- 
Dill will not rise by more than 
11 or 12 per cent per worker, of 
which two per cent should go to 
saving bonds (and prices will rise by 
7 or S per cent).

at the U.S. Embassy, and by Mr. 
Dennis Cooper, of the Small Bu- 
sineas Administration. 

After the festive opening session, 
the business sessions began. They 
are déalng with comparative legal 
systems; investing and doing busi- 
ness; importing and exporting; role 
of government in foreign business 
operations, and taxation and res- 
tricted trade practices. 


Statistical tables show the di- 
lemma grephieally. Public con- 
sumption (Government expenditure) 
rose from 19.8 per cent of total re- 
sources in 1968 to 23.5 per cent in 
1970, and should decline slightly to 
22.8 per cent next year. Investment 
and exports will take between them 
35.8 per cent; this leaves 41.8 per 
cent for private consumption (as 
against 424 per cent last year and 
44.3 per cent in 1969). If consump- 
tion rises above 41.3 per cent, cuts 
must be made either in defence, the 
socia} services, investment or ex- 
ports. 

Dr. Eliezer Sheffer, of the Bank 
of Israel, stresses thet tough wage, 
tax and monetary policies were ap- 
plied in 1970, with outstanding re- 
sults, During the year, consump- 
tion per capita did not rise at all. 
Thus imports averaged $115m~- 
$120m. a month at the beginning 
of 1970, and only $115m. at the end. 
Exports rose from a monthly aver- 
age of $60m. to $75m., and the de- 
ficit In visible trade fell from §60m. 
ἃ month to $40m. 

There will certainly be an up- 
turn in private consumption this 
year; the question is, how much? 
Mr. Ephraim Dovrat, the ‘Trea- 
sury’s Economie Adviser, made two 
points: first, that whatever happens, 
the Government’s policy (as stated 
in the National Budget) is to keep 
exports profitable. If costs are 
pushed up by more than the plan- 
ned amount, the Government will 
make sure that the export trade is 
duly compensated. Second, the 
hoped-for slowdown in consumption 
will not affect lower income groups. 
The monthly social welfare alloca- 
tion is billed to rise from IL3¢ per 
Person in 1969 and 11,53 last year 
to IL63 in 1971. The large-famlly 
grant will be increased too; also 
Other forms of aid, such as easy 
loans for better housing. 

‘Other facts and s in the 
National Budget include the fol- 
lowing: 

Φ The number of jobs will increase 

by 23,000, topping the million 
mark (thanks to population in- 
crease). The number of non-employ- 
ed will rise from 38,000 to 46,000. 
This still constitutes full employ- 
ment, but the labour shortage will 
be eased.

The concept of a worker’s an- 
nual vacation is an obligation on 
the part of the employer, the Na- 
tional Lebour Court in Jerusalem 
ruled yesterday, as it ordered an 
employer to pay ‘his employee in 
lieu of unused leave, - 


The case centred about Simha 
Gered, an employee in a restaurant 
at the Shimshon junction. The 
owners of the restaurant were ap- 
pealing against a ruling of the Je- 
rusalem Regional Labour Court 
which ordered them to pay the wo- 
™man for unused vacation. They had 

to pay. claiming the accu- 
mulation of vacation privileges 
from year to year was a violation 
of her work agreement. 


The National Court rejected ‘the 
appeal and ordered the employers ( 
to pay the worker for her three 
years of upused vacation leave. It 
ruled thet the Annual Vacation 
Law could not be circumvented by 
contractual agreement.
